The establishment of our Nation's first Mint came with the 
Mint Act of April 2, 1792. Following this action, President Wash- 
ington appointed scientist, eminent astronomer and philoso- 
pher David Rittenhouse to the position of Mint Director. 

Property for our first Mint was purchased by Rittenhouse on 
July 18, 1792 for the sum of $4266.67. Construction began on 
July 19, 1792 with the destruction of an old distillery which was 
on the property.

Reprefentatives and direét taxes fhall be apportioned among the feveral ftates which may be in- 
cluded within this Union, according to their refpective numbers, which fhall be determined byadd- 
ing to the whole number of free perfons, including thofe bound to fervice for a term of years, 
and excluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other perfons. ‘he a€tual enumeration fhall 
be made within three years after the firft meeting of the Congrefs of the United States, and within 
every fubfequent term of ten years, in fuch manner as they fhall by law dire&t. The number of 
reprefentatives fhall not exceed one for every thirty thoufand, but each ftate thall have at leaft one 
reprefentative ; and until fuch enumeration {hall be made, the ftate of New-Hampfhire hall be en- 
titled to chufe three, Maffachufetts eight, Rhode-Ifland and Providence Plantations one, Conneéticut 
five, New-York fix, New-Jerfey four, Pennfylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland fix, Virginia 
ten, North-Carolina five, South-Carolina five, and Georgia three.

The rebellion, than com- 
menoed in cowardice, ended on the fourth anni 
yersary of that eventful day in assassination.

Conftitution for the United States of America. 


ARYL CLE £ 

Sect. 1. ALL Icgiflative powers hercin granted fhall be vefted in a Congrefs of the United 
States, which thall confilt of a Senate and Houle of Reprefentatives, 

Seél. 2. The Houfe of Reprefentatives thal! be compofed of members chofen every fecond year 
by the ones of the feveral {tates, and the eleétors in cach ftate thall have the qualifications requi- 
fite for cleétors of the moft numerous branch of the ftate legiflature. 

No perfon thall be a reprefentative who thall not have attained tothe age of twenty-fiveyears,and 
been feven years a citizen of the United States, and who (hall not, when cleéted, be an inhabitant 
of that ftate in which he fhall be chofen. 

Reprefentatives and direét taxes thal be apportioned among the feveral ftates which may be in- 
cluded within this Union,according to their refpective numbers, which thall be determined byadd- 
ing to the whole number of free perfons, Neecen thofe bound to fervice for a term of years, 
and excluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other perfons. ‘The a@tual enumeration hall 
be made within three years after the firlt meeting of the Congrefs of the United States, and within 
every fubfequent term of ten years, in fuch manner as they fhall by law direét. The number of 
reprefentatives fhall not exceed one for every thirty thoufand, but each ftate thall have at lea(t one 

refentative ; and until fuch enumeration shall be made, the ftate of New-Hamphhire thall be en- 
titled to chufe three, Maffachufetts eight, Rhode-Ifland and Providence Plantations one, Conneéticut 
five, New-York fix, New-Jerfey four, Pennfylvania cight, Delaware one, Maryland fix, Virginia 
ten, North-Carolina five, South-Carolina five, and Georgia three.” 

When vacancies happen in the reprefentation from any ftate, the Executive authority thereof 
thal iffue writs of eleGion to fill fuch vacancies, 

‘The Houle of Reprefentatives thall chufe their Speaker and other officers; and fhall have the 
fole power of impeachment, 

Seét. 4. The Senate of the United States thall be compofed of two fenators from each ftate, cho- 
fen by the legiflature thereof, for fix years; and each fenator fhall have one vote. 

Immediately after they thall be aflembled in confequence of the firlt election, they fhall be divi« 
ded as equally as may be into three clafles. The feats of the fenators of the firlt clafs thall be vaca- 
ted at the expiration of the fecond year, of the fecond clafs at the expiration of the fourth year, and 
of the third clafs at the expiration of the fixth year, fo that one-third may be chofen every fecond 
year; and if vacancies happen by refignation, or otherwile, during the recefs of the Legiflature of 
any ftate, the Executive thereof may make temporary appointments until the next meeting of the 
Legiflature, which thall then fill fuch vacancies. 

No perfon thall be a fenator who fhall not have attained to the age of thirty rears, and been nine 

ears acitizen of the United States, and who fhall not, when eleted, be an inhabitant of that ftate 
ie which he thall be chofen. 

‘The Vice-Prefident of the United States fhall be Prefident of the fenate, but fhall have no vote, 
unlefs they be equally divided. 

‘The Senate hall chufe their other officers, and alfo a Prefident pro tempore, in the abfence of 
the Vice-Prefident, or when he fhall exercife the office of Prefident of the United States. 

‘The Senate fhall have the fole power to try all impeachments. When fitting for that purpofe, 
they fhall be on oath or affirmation. When the Prefident of the United States is tried, As liek 
Juftice thal prefide: And no perfon hall be conviéted without the concurrence of two-thirds of 
the members prefent, 

Judgment in cafes of impeachment fhall not extend farther than to removal from office, and dif- 
qualification to hold and enjoy any office of honor, trult or profit under the United States; but the 
party conviéted fhall neverthclefs be liable and fubject to indi&ment, trial, judgment aad punith- 
ment, according to law. 

Seét, 4. Thetimes, places and manner of holding eleétions for fenators and reprefentatives, fhall 
be prefcribed in each (tate by the legiflature thereof; but the Congrefs may at any time by law make 
oralter fuch regulations, except as to the places of chufing Senators. 

TheCongre(s fhall affemble at lealt once in every year,and fuch meeting thall beon the firft Mon- 
day in December, unlcls they fhall by law appoint a different day. 

Sed. 5. Each houfe thall be the judge of the eletions, returns and qualifications of its own mem- 
bers, and a majority of each fhall conttitute a quorum to do bufinefs; but a {maller number may 
adjourn from day to day, and may be authorifed to compel the attendance of abfent members, in 
fuch manner, and under fuch penalties as each houle may provide. 

Each houfe may determine the rules of its proceedings, punith its members for diforderly beha- 
viour, and, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member. 

Each houfe thall keep a journal of its proceedings, and from time totime publifh the fame, ex- 
cepting fuch parts as may in their judgment require fecrecy; and the yeas and nays of the members 
of pie houfe on any queftion fhall, at the defire of one-fifth of thofe prefent, be entered on the 

journal, 
: Neither houfe, during the feffion of Congrefs, fhall, without the confent of the other, adjourn 
for more than three days, nor to any other place than that in which the two houfes fhall be fitting. 

Seét. 6, Vhe fenators and reprefentatives fhall receive a compenfation for their fervices, to be 
afcertained by law, and paid out of thetreafury of the United States. They fhall in all cafes, ex- 
cept treafon, felony and breach of the peace, be privileged from arreft during their attendance at 
the feflion of their refpedtive houfes, and in going to and returning from the fame; and for any 
fpeech or debate in either houfe, they fhall not be queftioned in any other place. 

No fenator or reprefentative fhall, during the time for which he was elected, be appointed to 
any civil office under the authority of the United States, which fhall have been created, or the emo- 
Juments whereof fhall have been encreafed durmg fuch time; and no perfon holding any office un- 
der the United States, fhall be amember of either houfe during his continuance in office. 

Seét. 7. All bills for raifing revenue fhall originate in the houfe of reprefentatives; but the fenate 
may propofe or concur with amendments as on other bills. 

ey bill which thall have paffed the houle of reprefentatives and the fenate, fhall, before it be- 
come a law, be prefented to the prefident of the United States; if he approve he thall fign it, 
but if not he fhall return it, with his objections co that houfe in which it thall have originated, who 
Shall enter the objeétions at large on their journal, and proceed to reconfider it. Ifafterfach recon- 
fideration two-thirds of that houfe fhall agree to pais the bill, ic fhall be fent, together with the 
objections, to the other houfe, by which it {hall likewife be reconfidered, and if approved by two- 
thirds of that houfe, it fhall become alaw. But in all fuch cafes the votes of both houfes fhall

AT THE FIRST SESSION, 
Begun and held at thecity of Philadelphia, in the State of Penn-

AN ACT eftablifhing a Mint, and regulating 
the Corns of the United States. 
SEcTION :. E it enaéted by the Senate and Houfe of Repre- 
fentatives of the United Siates of America, in 
Congrefs aflembled, and it is hereby enaéted and declared, That 
a mint for the purpofe of a national coinage, be, and the {ame is 
eftablifhed ; to be fituate and carried on at the feat of the govern- 
ment of the United States, for the time being: And that for the 
well coaduting of the bufinefs of the faid mint, there fhall be the 
following officers and perfons, namely—-a diretor, an affayer, a 
chief coiner, an engraver, a treafurer. 

Sec. 2. And be it further ena&ted, That the dire&tor of the 
mint fhall] employ as many clerks, workmen and fervants as he 
fhall from time to time find neceffary, {ubje€t to the approbation 
of the Prefident of the United States. 

Szc. 3. And be it further enaéted, That the refpe€tive funftions 
and duties of the officers abovementioned,. fhall be as follow :— 
The dire€tor of the mint fhall have the chief management of the 
bufinefs thereof, and fhall fuperintend all other officers and per- 
fons who thal] be employed therein. The affayer fhall receive 
and give receipts for all metals which may lawfully be brought to 
the mint to be coined; fhall affay all fuch of them as may require 
it, and fhall deliver them to the chief coiner to be coined. The 
chief coiner fhall caufe to be coined all metals which fhall be re- 

ceived ‘by him for that purpofe, according to fuch regulations as 
fhall be prefcribed by tnis or any future law. The engraver {hall 
fink and prepare the neceffary dies for fuch coinage, with the pro- 
per devices and infcriptions, but it fhall be Jawful tor the func- 
tions and duties of chef coiner and engraver.to be performed by 
ene perfon. Thetreafurer fhall receive from the chief coiner all 
the coins which fhall have been firuck, and fhall. pay or deliver 
them to the perfons refpe&tively to whom the fame ough} to be 
paid or delivered : He fhall moreover receive and fafely keep all 
monies which fhall be for the ufe, maintenance and fupport of the 
mint, and fhall difbuife the {ame upon warrants figned by the 
dire€tor. 

See. 4. And be it further enaéted, That every officer and clerk 
of the faid mint, fhall, before he enters upon the execution of his 
office, take an oath or affirmation before fome judge of the United 
States, faithfully and diligently to perform the duties thereof. 

Szc. 5. And be it further ena€ted, That the faid affayer, chief 
coiner and treafurer, previoufly to entering upon the execution of 
thetr refpe€tive offices, fhall each become bound tothe United 
States of America, with one or more fureties, to the fatisfaétion 
ot the Secretary of the Treafury, in the fum of ten thoufand dol- 
Jars, with condition for the faithful and diligent performtatice of 
the duties of his office, 

$c. 6. And be it further ena&ed, That there fhall be allowed 
and paid as compenfations for their re{pe€tive fervices—to the faid 
direétor, a yearly falary of two thoufand dollars; to the faid af- 
fayer, a yearly falary of one thovfand five hundred dollars; tothe

Sec. 7. And be it further enaéted, That the accounts of the 
officers and perfons empioyed in and about the faid mint, and for 
fervices performed in relation thereto, and al! other accounts con- 
terning the bufinefs and adminrftration thereof, hall be adjulted 
and fettled in the treafury department of the United States; and a 
quarter yearly account of the receipts and difburfements of the 
faid mint fha!l be rendered at the faid treafury for fettlement, ac- 
cording to fuch forms aud regulations gs fhall have been preferib- 
ed by thatdepartment; and that once in each year a report of the 
tranfa€tions of the faid mint, accompanied by an abftraét of the 
{cttlements which fhall have been from time to time made, duly 
certified by the Comptroller of the Vreafury, Shall be laid before 
Congrcfs for theiy information,

Sec. 8. And be it further ena&ted, That in addition to the au- 
thority vefted in the Prefident of the United States by a refolation

Sec. 10, And-be it further enaéted, That upon the {aid coins 
refpe€tively, There fhall] be the following devices and Jegends, 
namely; Upon one fide of each of the faid coins, there fhall be 
an impreflion emblematic of liber’y with an infcription ef the 
word Liperty, and the year of the coinage; and upon the re- 
verfe of each of the gold and filver coins, there fhall be the figure 
or reprefentation of an Eagle, with this infcription, ‘* Unitep 
States or America,” and upon the reverfe of each of the 
copper coins, there fhall be an infcription which fhall exprefs the 
denomination of the piece, namely, cent or half cent, as the cafe 
may require. 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted, That the proportional va- 
lue of gold to filver in all coins which fhall by law be current as 
money within the United States, fhall be as fifteen to one, ac- 
cording to quantity in weight, of pure gold or pure filver ; that is 
to fay, every fifteen pounds weight of pure filver fhall be of equal 
value in all payments, with one pound weight of pure gold, and 
fo in proportion as to any greater or lefs quautitics of the refpec- 
tive metals. 

Sec. 12. And be it furtherena&ted, That the ftandard for all 
gold coins of the United States, fhall be eleven parts fine to one 
part alloy ; and accordingly that eleven parts in twelve of the 
entire weight of each of the faid ccins fhail confift of pure gold, 
aud the remaining one twelfth part of alloy ;and the faid alloy 
fhall be compofed of filver and copper, in fuch proportions not 
exceeding one halt filver as fhall be found convenient; to be re- 
gulated by the Direétor of the mint, tor the time being, with 
the approbation of the Prefident of the United States, until fur- 
ther provifion fhall be made by law.

Sec. 14. And be it further enaéted, That it fhall be lawfu! 
for any perfon or perfons to bring to the faid mint gold and filver 
bullion, in order to their being coined ; and that the bullion fo 
brought fhall be there affayed and coined as {peedily as may b« 
after the receipt thereof, and that free of expenfe to the perfon or 
perfons by whom the fame fhall have been brought, And as foor: 
as the faid bullion fhall have been coined, the peifon or perfons 
by whom the fame fhall have been delivered, fhall upon demand 
receive in Heu thereof coins of the fame {pecies of bullion which 
fhall have been fo delivered, weight for weight, of the pure gold 
or pure filver therein contained : Provided neverthelefs, that it 
fhalt be at the mutual option of the party or parties bringing fuch!

Sec. 15. And be it further enaéted, That the bullion which 
fhall be brought as aforefeid tothe mintto be coined, fhail be 
coined, and the equivalent thereof in coins rendered, if demand- 
ed, in the order in which the faid bullion fhal! have been brought 
or delivered, giving priority according to priority of delivery on- 
ly, and without preference to any perfon or perfons ; and if any 
preference fhall be given contrary to the direétion aforefaid, the 
officer by whom fuch undue preterence fhatl be given, fhall in 
each cafe forfeit and pay one thoufand dollars; to be recovered 
with cofts of fuit. And tothe end that it may be known if fuch 
preference fhall at any time be given, the aflayer or ofiicer to 
whom the faid bullion thall be delivered to’ be coined, fhall give 
to the perfon or perfons bringing the fame, a memorandum im 
writing under his hand, denoting the weight, finenefs and value 
thereof, together with the day and order of its delivery into the

Sec. 16. And be it further ena&ted, That all the gold and fi'- 
ver coins which fhall have been ftruck at, and iffued from the faid 
mint, fhall be lawful tender in all payments whatfocver, thofe of 
full weight according to the refpeétive values herein before de- 
clared, and thofe of lefs than tull weight at values proportional to 
their refpective weights. 

Sec. 17. And be it further enated, That it fhallbe the duty 
of the refpe€tive officers of the faid mint, carefully and faithfully 
to ufe their beft endeavors that all the gold and filver coins which 
thali be ftruck at the faid mint fhall be, as nearly as may be, con- 
formable to the feveral ftandards and weights aforefaid, and that 
the copper whereof the cents and half cents aforefaid may be 
compofed, fhall he of good quality. 

Sec. 18. And the better to fecure a due conformity of the {aid 
gold and filver coins to their refpeétive ftandards, Be it further 
enaéted, That from every feparate mafs of ftandard gold or filver, 
which fhall be made into coins at the faid mint, there fhall be 
taken, fet apart by the Treafurer and referved in his cultody a 
certain number of pieces, not Jefs thanthree, and that once in 
every year the pieces fo fet apart and referved, fhall be affayed 
under the infpe@tion of the Chief Juftice of the United States, the 
Secretary and Comptroller of the Treafury, the Secretary for the 
Department of State, and the Attorney-General of the United 
States (who are hereby required to attend for that purpofe at the 
{aid mint, on the laft Monday in July in each year) or under the 
infpeétion of any three of them, in fuch manner as they ora ma- 
jority of them fhall dire&t, and inthe prefence of the direétor, af- 
fayer and chief coiner of the faid mint; and if it fhall be found 
that the gold and filver fo affayed, fhall not be infetior to their

Sec.19. And be it further enaéted, That if any of the gold or 
filver coins whlch fhall be ftruck or coined at the faid mint fhall 
be debafed or made worfe, as to the proportion of fine gold or 
fine filver therein cantained, or fhall be of lefs weight or value 
than the fame ought to be purfuant to the dire€tions of this aét, 
through the default or with the connivance of any of the officers 
or perfons who fhall be employed at the faid mint, for the 
pur pofe of p ofit or gain, or otherwife with a fraudulent intent, 
and if any of the faid officers or perfons fhall embezzle any of the 
metals wnich fhall at any time be committed to their charge for 
the purpofe of being coined, or any of the coins which: fhall be 
ftruck or coined at the faid inintievery fuch officer or perfon who 
fhall commit any or either of the faid offences, fhall be decined 
guilty of felony, and fhall fuffer death, 

Sec. 20. And be it further ena€id, That the money of ac- 
count of the United States, fhall be expreffed in dollars or units, 
difmes or tenths, cents or hundredths and milles or thoufanaths, 
a diftne being the tenth part of a dollar, a cedt the hundredth part 
of a dollar, a millethethoufandth part of a dollar, and tiat all 
a.counts in the public offices and all proceeding of the courts of 
the United States fhall be kept and had in conformity to this ie~ 
gulation,

Having been much affli@ed with ficknefs dur- 
ing nearly the whole of the campaign, though I 
flarrer myfelf the public interefls did not fuffer 
by it, and though my health is now tolerably.re-

It was called a 
steeple-engine, and was powered by boilers forty feet in length, 
and forty inches in diameter. 
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Philadelphia Mint, 1833-1901 


The second Philadelphia Mint was located on the 
corner of Chestnut and Juniper streets. Construction of 
this Mint began in 1829 and was completed in May, 
1833. In 1836, the first coining press powered by 
steam was introduced. For over 70 years this hand- 
some neoclassic structure was a landmark in Philadel- 
phia. In October, 1901, the doors closed for the move 
into the new building. 
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Philadelphia Mint, 1901-1969 


The third Philadelphia Mint was located at Seven- 
teenth and Spring Garden streets. It covered a ground 
area of 58,000 square feet and cost $1.5 million to 
build after an initial cost of $329,338 for the site and 
incidental expenses. Beautiful Tiffany Mosaic Panels 
depicting the ancient methods and processes of coin- 
age greeted visitors entering this Mint. 
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The Adjusting Room 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


In this scene, circa 1903, nearly sixty women, seated 
at tables in long rows, each before a fine balance, 
weigh and adjust blanks and coins. If a coin was found 
slightly heavy, it was filed a little from the edge until 
they are made the proper weight. Others found too 
light, or too heavy for filing, were returned to be

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Refining Gold 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


At this time the Mint refined all of the gold and silver 
which it used. In 1903 the output of refined metal at 
the Philadelphia Mint averaged $16,000 per day, by 
the electrolytic process and $23,000 to $24,000 by 
the nitric acid process. 
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The Coin Cabinet 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


In 1839, Congress made an appropriation ''for the 
establishment of a National Coin Collection.’ Every 
year since, the U.S. Mint reserves examples of current 
coinage for inclusion in the collection. When this picture 
was taken, circa 1903, the collection was displayed 
within the Mint itself. Today, the National Coin Collec- 
tion is housed and displayed within the Smithsonian 
Institution. 
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Weighing Silver Dollars 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


At the end of the Coining Press Room was a set of 
large scales. These scales were used to weigh coin- 
age blanks, in this case silver dollars, prior to striking. 
These scales had the capacity to weigh from 10,000 
ounces to the one-hundredth part of an ounce. 
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The Cutting Room 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


After the strips of metal had been rolled and were 
of proper thickness, they were cut into shorter strips 
for ease of handling. These short strips were then fed 
into cutting presses which punched out the blanks or 
planchets on which the coin was to be stamped. 
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Counting Gold Coin 
One Million Dollars In Sight 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


All gold coinage and silver dollars were counted by 
hand, the coin being piled in stacks on the counting 
tables. This scene, circa 1903, Features two gentlemen 
stacking and counting what appears to be thousands 
of twenty-dollar gold pieces! 
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Stamping Gold Coins 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


Coinage production at the time this photograph was 
taken, circa 1903, required a large amount of human 
assistance. Coin blanks were fed by hand into a tube 
at the front of the press; from there they were trans- 
ferred between the dies for striking. Gold coins were 
produced using 35 to 155 tons of pressure and at a 
rate of approximately 90 pieces per minute. 
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The Coining Room 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


At this time, circa 1903, the Philadelphia Mint 
employed the services of twenty-five coining 
presses—more presses than in all the government 
mints combined. All of the bronze and nickel pieces 
used in the United States were produced on these 
presses, as well as a portion of the nation’s silver and 
gold coinage. 
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The Rolling Room 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


These large machines transformed the ingots or 
bars of metal into strips. The strips of metal were then 
annealed and returned to the Rolling Room where 
they were rolled several times more in the finishing 
rolls. Sample blanks were struck from these ribbons of 
metal and if they were of proper weight the rolling 
process was ended. (Circa 1903) 
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The Parting Room 
U.S. Mint, Philadelphia 


During this time, circa 1903, the Mint separated gold 
from silver by treating the bullion with nitric acid, which 
dissolved the silver and left the gold. This solution was 
then treated with salt water and zinc, thus separating 
the silver. Today the Mint purchases the majority of 
their coinage metals in prefabricated strips. 
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PANNING FOR GOLD 

By 1849 the most popular American adventure for those who traveled 
westward was Panning for Gold. Taking gold from streambeds was 
known as placer mining. The most elementary form of placer mining was 
to combine sand and gravel from the streambed with water in a dish 
shaped pan. By moving the pan in a circular motion, pieces of rock and 
pebbles were cast out over the edge, leaving the heavier gold ore to be 
picked out. 
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CONFEDERATE COINAGE 


The Confederate States of America, during its short existence 
as a government, was responsible for only two coins: The Con- 
federate Cent, designed and struck by a northerner; and the 
Confederate Half Dollar, struck over 1861 half dollars pro- 
duced at the New Orleans minting facility. Only 12 original 
cents and 4 half dollars were struck. 
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CLARK, GRUBER & CO. 
Denver, Colorado 
Discovery of Gold in Colorado during 1858 and 1859 led to the need for 
an established Bank and Minting facility. Clark, Gruber & Co. filled that 
need. The company struck $2.50. $5. $10 and $20 gold pieces for use 
in commerce. In 1862 the United States Government purchased their 
building and turned it into an official Assay Office. 
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CIVIL WAR TOKENS 


The hoarding of gold, silver and even copper coins from the 
beginning of the Civil War caused a severe shortage of metallic 
currency in commerce. To help reduce this shortage, die sink- 
ers in Ohio and New York produced copper tokens the size of 
the standard cent circulating at the time. Civil War Tokens are 
grouped into two different categories: Store Cards, which mer- 
chants used for advertising; and Patriotic Tokens, which car- 
ried current slogans. 
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COINED CALIFORNIA GOLD 
Large $50 Gold Slugs were produced by John Moffat and Augustus 
Humbert. These slugs were considered too large for commerce at a time 
when smaller coins were greatly needed. 


America’s first commemorative coin, the Quarter Eagle, was struck in 
1848 at the Philadelphia Mint. These quarter eagles were coined from the 
first deposit of California Gold given to the Mint. An estimated 1,389 
quarter. eagles were counterstamped on the reverse with the letters 
“CAL.” signifying that these were coined from California Gold. 
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CONFEDERATE CURRENCY 


Due to the shortage of coinage, the Confederate States govern- 
ment resorted to the use of paper money. A billion dollars or 
more was issued by the short lived government. The notes pic- 
tured are among the rarest produced. 
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SCALES FOR WEIGHING 
Due to a shortage of coined currency during the Gold Rush, merchants 
were accepting Gold in raw form, either Nuggets or Dust, for payment of 
goods. The merchant required the use of a good set of scales to weigh the 
raw material and the miner also required a set of scales to assure that he 
was not being cheated. Today. scales used during this period of time are a 
very popular collectible. 
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NEW ORLEANS MINT 
Louisiana 
Under control of the South, the state of Louisiana turned the

Posterity will regard it, 
oven through the haze of time, with aahndder, 
and parallels for ils atrocities will only be 
found in the records of the darker days of tho 
French Revolution, or in the bloody traditions 
‘of Dahomey! 





Abraham Lincoln has joined tho noble army 
of Freedom's Martyrs. ‘‘ Obriat died to make 
men holy; he died to make mon free!” 
‘When that great, kind, expansive heart ceased 
to beat, humanity lost not alone its first 
representative man, but mankind lost its 
truest and best friend. Even the red-handed, 
immayod and skulking traitors of the South 
found room in his broad sympathies, and « 
merey there which perhaps encroached on God's 
first attribute of justice, Passing strange that 
the two men highest in position in the nation, 
and most disposed to leniency and forgive- 
nese, were these that this hell-born treason 
selected for its last and most distinguished 
victims!

On April 14, 1865, President Lincoln, his wife, Major Rathbom and his 
lady friend went to Ford's Theatre to enjoy a play. At about 10:10 PM, 
John Wilkes Booth entered the Presidential Box, fired his gun at the back 
of Abe’s head and then jumped from the box to the stage floor. He then 
exited out a back door. Lincoln was carried across the street to a board- 
ing house where he died at 7:22 the next morning.

SEAL OF THE CONFEDERACY 


The Confederate seal bears at the center a likeness of George 
Washington on horseback taken from the Statue of Washington in the 
Capitol Square in Richmond, Virginia. Surrounding is an ornate wreath, 
and around the border the inscription “THE CONFEDERATE STATES OF 
AMERICA: 22 FEBRUARY 1862 % DEO VINDICE xx” It is believed that the 
seal was never officially used, as no original impressions are known.

Under the control of the South, the state of Louisiana tured the United

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CIVIL WAR TOKENS 


The hoarding of gold, silverand even copper coins fromthe beginning of 
the Civil War caused a severe shortage of metallic currency in com- 
merce. To help reduce this shortage, die sinkers in New York and Ohio 
produced copper tokens the size of the standard cent circulating at the 
time. Civil War tokens are grouped into two different categories: Store 
Cards, which merchants used for advertising; and Patriotic Tokens, 
which carried current slogans. 
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CONFEDERATE COINAGE 


The Confederate States of America, during its short existence as a 
government, produced only two coins. The Confederate Cent was 
designed and struck by a northemer; and the Confederate Half Dollar, 
struck over 1861 half dollars produced at the New Orleans minting 
facility. Only 12 original cents and 4 half dollars were struck.

CONFEDERATE CURRENCY 


Due to the shortage of coinage, the Confederate States resorted to the 
use of paper money. Over a billion dollars was issued by the short lived 
government. The notes pictured are from the first Confederate issue 
(known as the Montgomery 1861 issue) and are the rarest of the Con- 
federate notes produced.

Production of the Silver Dollar was 
suspended in 1804 and not resumed until 
1840. In 1835, Mint €ngraver Christian 
Gobrecht prepared a pair of dies for a silver 
dollar, at the request of Mint Director 
Patterson, from designs by Thomas Sully and 
Titan Peale. 


The obverse depicts a seated figure of 
Liberty holding a staff topped by a Liberty 
Cap in her left hand. A Union shield rests 
below her right hand and a banner inscribed 
LIBERTY spans diagonally across the shield.

Thirteen 
stars, signifying the 13 original colonies, are 
also part of the design. 


The reverse features a small eagle 
surrounded by a wreath of two laurel branches 
ti¢d by a bowless knot. The inscription UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA encompasses the 
wreath. 


As a security measure the edge is lettered

The Draped Bust design of this type was 
carri¢d over from the Small €agle Dollar of 
1795-1798 and paired with a new reverse 
design. 


This reverse motif, adopted from the 
Great Seal of the United States, features a 
bold eagle with a large Union shield on his 
breast. A scroll inscribed € PLURIBUS UNUM 
(One unity composed of many parts) is held in 
his beak. Thirteen arrows appear in his right 
talon and an olive branch in his left. Thirteen 
stars are enclosed by a band of clouds. The 
inscription UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
surrounds.

This silver dollar, designed by Engraver 
William Barber, was issued for circulation in the 
Orient to compete with dollar-sized crowns of 
other countries. 


The obverse depicts a seated figure of 
Liberty facing left, resting on a bale of cotton 


with her right hand holding an olive sprig 
toward the open sea. Behind her is a sheaf of 
wheat and in her left hand a scroll inscribed 
UIBERTY. Thirteen stars surround. Date 
appears below the base.

SILVER DOLLAR 


Peace Type 
1921-1935 


First coined in the same year as the last 
Morgan Dollar, the Peace Dollar was designed 
by Anthony DeFrancisci and was issued to 
mark the end of hostilities between the United 
States and Germany. 


The obverse features a beautiful stylized 
version of Liberty, actually a portrait of the 


designer's wife, Teresa Coafarelli, wearing a 
radiant crown. LIBERTY appears above and 
the date below. The motto IN GOD WE TRUST 
is placed across the coin at Liberty's neck line. 


The reverse depicts a stately eagle 
perched on a ledge with a laurel branch in his 
talons and the legend PEACE below. The 
inscription UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, the 
motto € PLURIBUS UNUM and _ the 
denomination ONE DOLLAR, divided by the 
eagle, completes the design. 


Peace Dollars struck in 1921 are of a higher 
relief than those of later years.

Starting in 1840, dollars were once again 
issued for general circulation. The seated 
figure of Liberty, designed by Engraver 
Christian Gobrecht, was adopted for the 
obverse. Thirteen stars encompass the central 
design and the date appears below the base. 


The reverse displays an eagle with 
inverted wings and a Union shield on his 
breast. An olive branch appears in his right 
talon and three broad-head arrows in his left. 
The inscription UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
and ONE DOLLAR surrounds the design. In 
1866 the motto INGOD WE TRUST inscribed on 
a scroll was added in the field above the 
eagle. 


This Liberty Seated motif also appears on 
the Half Dime, Dime, Quarter and Half Dollar 
denominations of the same period.

SILVER DOLLAR 


Liberty Head, Morgan 
1878-1904, 1921 


The production of silver dollars for 
domestic use was reinstated with the 
Bland-Allison Act of 1878. This Act lead to the 
eventual mintage of silver dollars into the 
hundreds of millions. This new type was the 
handiwork of Engraver George T. Morgan. 


The obverse depicts Miss Liberty facing 
left wearing a Phrygian Cap in her hair with 
LIBERTY inscribed on a band holding a spray of 
wheat and cotton. The motto € PLURIBUS 
UNUM, thirteen stars and date surrounds. 


The reverse features an eagle holding an 
olive branch in his right talon and three arrows 
in his left and is surrounded by an open 
wreath. The motto INGOD WE TRUST appears 
in Old English style above the eagle. UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA and ONE DOLLAR 
encompasses the device.
